The lot of a polemic man 
IS a happy one. 

In an age ichere 'sciert, ... ua ucr<^jftu ,iit.jto,i 
the scientist a priest dabbling in the eternal mysteries 
and scientific method imbued with divine authority, I 
propose a heresy. Science, as understood by the lay^ 
man, is a fraud and scientific method, as preached by 
Its proselytizers, a meaningless concept. 

Li t //.s* analyze the theological or theoretical (the 
choice IS yours) foundation of this pseudo-philosophy 
nhat IS scientific method? Introductory courses to 
^Jiy of the natural or social sciences at both the senior 
high school and university levels are almost always 
prefaced by a lengthy discussion of *method\ All 
fields of inquiry from history and economics to physics 
and physiology purport to be guided by what is glibly 
passed off as * scientific method \ This highly charged 
abstraction when reduced to its simplest terms is mere^ 
ly the extrapolation from observed phenomena to a 
hypothetical generalization. I submit that this con^ 
cept has absolutely nothing to do with science and is 
u(d a 'method' at all but merely a logical thought pro- 
ess used by all men in their capacities as ' rational 
beings. The process is nothing more than a pragmatic, 
national reaction to existence. A man who samples 
four brands of cigarettes and then chooses one -in pre- 
ference to the other three is acting in accordance with 
the above principle but not nuiny people umdd accuse 
him of using 'scientific method' in his selection. Yet 
that is precisely ivhat he is doing. All that can be said 
of so^alled scientific method is that it is a manifesta- 
tion of inductive reaso7iing as opposed to deductive 
reasoning. But this is merely labouring the obvious, 
or what should be the obv^ious. 

However, scientific method, no matter how gross 
an over'Simplification, assumes validity if, in fact, 
scientists do operate according to its precepts. But 
they don't. Scientists perform expenments with ma- 
terial entities, arrive at conclusions, test these conclu- 
sions, attempt to verify them, submit them to the scien- 
''fic community and hope they have made a valid con- 
ibution to the culture's body of knowledge. 

Scientists are creative human beings and as such
